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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, filed 09 September 2008, with respect to claims 55, 57, 
60-63, 65-85, 87, 89-96, and 101-103 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejection of claims 55, 57, 60-63, 65-85, 87, 89-96, and 101-103 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 55, 57, 60-63, 65-85, 87, 89-96, and 1 01 -1 03 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Regarding claim 55, the prior art of record does not teach a device for regulating 
at least one register in a printing press having all of the structure and functionality as 
claimed, including recording a picture of an entire width of an imprinting substrate, 
separating both a reference picture formed in a pre-printing stage and having proper 
registration and the recorded image into separate color components, performing a 
relative position determination of each of the separate color components of the picture 
of the printed image with respect to each of the separate color components of the 
reference image, and selectively regulating a register of each of several forme cylinders 
in response to the relative position determination of each of the color components. 

b. Regarding claim 57, the prior art of record does not teach a device for controlling 
register and color density in a printing press having all of the structure and functionality 
as claimed, including recording a picture of an entire width of an imprinting substrate, 
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separating both a reference picture and the recorded image into separate color 
components, performing a relative position determination of each of the separate color 
components of the picture of the printed image with respect to each of the separate 
color components of the reference image, and converting the differences detected by 
the relative positional determination of each of the color components into actuating 
commands for each of several ink supply drive mechanisms.
